Messages are stored in a destination until they are consumed. The destination can be a 
queue or a topic, depending on the actual service desired. These terms are defined in the 
JMS specification. Each destination exists on one or more MM's.. 

Claims 9 and 10: The essence of claim 9 is disclosed the 
Application Draft on page 7, lines 9-13 and in the Invention 
Description at page 3, lines 39-42: 

When a destination exists on more than one MM, one of them is designated as the 
primary and is responsible for providing all of the services of the destination. All others 
MM T s containing that destination are backups, which maintain the same state as the 
primary, but do not provide any services unless the primary fails to function 

and the details of claim 9 and the features of claim are disclosed 
in section 4.5, in particular in "4.5.3 MM Pail-over".
